Component 2: Directed Writing 


The Directed Writing will require you to write an essay in the past tense. You will have a 
choice of two scenarios which will be on two different contexts, selected from Socie

_ component is worth 20 marks, but will be scaled to a mark of 15. 

Paper 2: Listening and Written Response 
Component 3: Listening 


~The listening paper is made up of a monologue and a dialogue and will last approximately 
30 minutes. The paper is worth 20 marks, but will be scaled to a mark of 30. 


Part A is a monologue which lasts between a minute and a minute and a half. You will 
_answer questions in English. This section is awarded eight marks in total. 


Part B is a discussion between two speakers on the same context as the monologue but 
not on the same topic within that context. It will last between three and four minutes. The 
questions on this section are also in English and are awarded 12 marks in total. You are 
not allowed to use a dictionary in this paper. 


| Assignment-Writing 


The Assignment-Writing is the fourth component of the Higher exam. You will do it 
_in class under supervised conditions. Your teacher will provide you with a choice of 
| questions in order to help you write your essay. The essay should be discursive in nature 
_and you should be prepared to express your opinion and give reasons for your opinion. 


| The Assignment-Writing is marked by SQA and is worth 20 marks which will be scaled to 
_amark of 15. Like the Performance-Talking, the Assignment-Writing is completed prior to 
_ the final exam and is submitted to SQA in March.

| Performance-Talking 

| The fifth examination component is the Performance-Talking. 


This is usually conducted by your class teacher before the exam diet and it is recorded. 
It will take the form of a ten-minute conversation covering topics from at least two of the 

_ four contexts. You will be able to choose the contexts and topics you wish to speak about 

in advance, but you will not know exactly what questions the teacher is going to ask you. 


The Performance-Talking is discussed in more detail on page 64 of this guide. 


Higher Course 


During the Higher year, you will cover different topic areas from the four contexts of 
Society, Learning, Employability and Culture. 


Your teacher may ask you to do assessments every so often to check on your progress in 
the four skill areas of reading, listening, talking and writing. 


This should help you see which areas you need to focus on more closely, as well as 
helping you prepare for the final exam in May. 


HOW THIS BOOK CAN HELP YOU 


BrightRED Study Guide: CfE Higher French will take you through your work in one year 
leading to the examination. It should be used to complement the work that you are doing in 
class.

In this way you can see 
how a difficult sentence or phrase can be rephrased in English to make sense.

GLOBAL LANGUAGES - L'IMPORTANCE DES 
LANGUES ET DE LA CULTURE DES AUTRES 


This topic area deals with minority languages and their importance and association with culture. 
This is a topic which has not been covered in National 5, but links very closely with the importance 
of language learning which appears in the contexts of Learning and Employability. 


Nowadays, there are attempts in lots of different areas of the world to preserve minority . 
languages. For example, in Scotland the government is keen to promote the learning of Gaelic. 

In France, there is also growing support to encourage people to learn regional languages such as 
Breton, and bilingual signs are beginning to appear in place names and road signs. In some areas 
announcements on public transport are being made in regional languages as well as in French.

WHAT IS THE TRANSLATION? 


The translation is part of Paper 1. It is embedded in the reading passage and may seem a 
small part of the examination. However it is worth 10% of the total mark, the same as each 
piece of writing and the presentation in the talk. It is very easy to throw marks away in the 
translation question because you miss out small words, get the definite article wrong or 
put the verb in the wrong tense. 


The translation is not the same as the reading questions where you can 
paraphrase what the passage says. This is the part of the reading 
paper where you need to be very accurate. 


In this section we will discuss certain pitfalls to avoid and 
will look at some practice translations. 


Each translation is divided into five sense units when it is 
being marked. Each unit is awarded a mark of 2, 1 or 0. If it 
is an acceptable translation which reads well the unit will 
be awarded 2. If it is in clumsy English it will be awarded 1 
and if it is completely wrong it will be awarded 0. 


Remember always to look carefully at the verbs. Make 
sure you have used the correct tense. 


HOW TO APPROACH THE TRANSLATION QUESTION 1 


We will now look at some translations and discuss certain points to bear in mind. 


Translation 1

e The first sentence is fairly straightforward. Be careful to get the tense right. Ask 
yourself which tense this is. Do not forget to include a translation of the word trés. 


e The second sentence involves a translation of the modal verb devoir in the imperfect 


tense. Remember this is a passage about what the speaker was doing last year. Also be 
careful with the translation of trop in trop de choix. 


e In the third section you need to look out for the translation of certains and méme. The 
difficulty with méme is where to put it in the English sentence. There is also a change 
of tense here. What tense is being used in choisissent? Remember the speaker is now 
talking about students in general. What tense is this likely to be? 


e In the fourth sentence the difficulties arise with the translation of il faut and se 
rappeler. You can look up se rappeler in your dictionary.

good English. Clumsy or awkward English will be penalised.

The second one is obviously the 
correct translation here because it is ‘so many pupils’.

DIRECTED WRITING 


WRITING IN HIGHER FRENCH 


The Higher course has two different types of writing - Directed Writing and the 
Assignment-Writing. The Directed Writing forms part of Paper | and the Assignment- 
Writing is done in class time in the course of the Higher year. The writing is worth 25% 

of your overall mark. Each piece of writing is worth 12.5% of the total exam. It is marked 
out of 20, but both are then scaled to 15 marks. It is worthwhile spending a lot of time 
developing your writing skills as getting a high mark in both pieces of writing can make a 
huge difference to your final grade. 


The two pieces of writing are very different. The Directed Writing, as the name suggests, 
requires you to write to a specific scenario. The Assignment-Writing, on the other hand, is 
much more open-ended and you are given more scope to write about your own ideas. 


Let’s look at each piece of writing in turn. 


DIRECTED WRITING: AN OVERVIEW 


The Directed Writing task will test your ability to write accurately in the past tense. You will be 
given the choice of two scenarios, taken from two of the four contexts of Society, Learning, 
Employability and Culture. The scenarios will be set in a French-speaking country, and will 
have six bullet points. You must address all six bullet points and write between 150 and 180 
words. You should choose the scenario which you think you will be able to write about best. 


The first bullet point will ask you for two different pieces of information. You must write 
something for both parts of the bullet point. The other bullet points will ask you for one 
piece of information. You may also be asked to write in the future or conditional tense. 


It is not as complicated as it sounds. Let’s look at an example of the kind of task you could ) 


come across in the exam.

COURSE ASSIGNMENT-WRITING TASK 


This is a piece of writing which is internally set and externally assessed. The final version 
should be written in ink. 


It is to be 200-250 words in length although there are no penalties for being outwith 
this word count. It will be awarded 20 marks which represents 15% of the overall course 
assessment. It can be produced over time in the classroom. 


It will be based on one of the four contexts of Society, Learning, Employability and 
Culture although you can refer to the other contexts as well. 


This is a type of writing which you will be used to if you have sat National 5. It is to 
encourage you to build on previous good practice and not to learn chunks of text off by 
heart. You will however need to memorise vocabulary and structures. You will have access 
to a dictionary. The stimulus will be in English and this stimulus must be written in the 
SQA booklet for the final copy. 


After the first draft, you will be given feedback by your teacher/lecturer. However, this will 
not be a correction in French but rather a marking code or oral feedback. 


You will then write a final version in the SQA booklet which is submitted to the SQA. This 
will be before the written examinations in May. You will sign the booklet. 


The key feature of this assignment is that it is to be discursive.

PERFECT TENSE (OF AVOIR VERBS) 


This is the tense you will come across most often in French. It is very important that you 
spend time getting to grips with this tense. You will need to recognise it in reading and 
translation and it is the tense you will use most often in your Directed Writing. 


How to form the perfect tense of avoir verbs 


Step 1: take the present tense of avoir PRESENT TENSE OF AVO/R

This is your starting point for all verbs you want to put into the perfect tense. A lot of 
candidates lose marks because they forget to put in the correct part of avoir. 


In English, we tend to say ‘I travelled’; ‘I read’; ‘Il talked’. In French, you must expand these 
verbs to say ‘I have travelled’; ‘I have read’; ‘I have talked’. 


If you remember this basic point, you will manage to use the perfect tense very easily. 
Step 2: add the past participle of the verb 


The past participle is just the part of the verb you want to put into the perfect tense. In 
English, the past participle often ends in ‘-ed’ (‘I have looked’; ‘I have talked’). 


To form the past participle of regular verbs which end in -er remove the -r and change -e 
to é For example, jouer (‘to play’) becomes joué (‘played’). 
To form the past participle of regular verbs which end in -ir remove the -r. For example,

How to form the future tense (of regular verbs) 


The future tense is a very easy tense to form as you simply add the endings to the 
infinitive of the verb (that is, the whole verb that you find in the dictionary which is the 
equivalent of the English ‘to ...’).

Verb tenses may seem very complicated in French, but if you revise them on a regular 
basis, you will soon get to grips with them. It is important to master one verb tense before 
you move onto the next one. If you don’t know the present tense of avoir or étre then you 
won't be able to form the perfect tense properly. Similarly, if you don’t know the imperfect 
tense endings you won't be able to form the conditional tense. 


‘Get into the habit of looking carefully at verbs in your reading and translation and asking 
yourself what tense is being used, This will become much easier with practice.

In English, the comparative can be formed in two ways: by adding -er to the end of the 
adjective, or by putting the word more in front of the adjective. In French, the comparative 
has only one form: plus is added in front of the adjective. 


Example:

Superlative of adjectives 


In English, we form the superlative by adding -est to the end of the adjective or by putting 
the word most in front of the adjective. To make the superlative of an adjective in French 
add le/la/les plus in front of the adjective. 


Remember to make the adjective agree with the noun!
